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157 LIVES LOST IN 


MARINE DISASTER}: 


Freagh Steamer Wrecked on Treach- 
erous Rocks in Mediterranean 
in Great Storm. 


Paima, Island of Mifiorca, February 
1}.—One man alone has survived out 
Of the 167 men and women who ship- 
ped from Marseilles. on Wednesday 
on board the French Trans-Atlantic 
Company’s steamer, Genera] Chansey. 
The vessel was swept helplessly from 
her course in the wildest storm that 
in forty years has torn the Mediter- 
Tanean Sea, and in the darkness she 
smashed at full speed into the trea- 
cherous rocks near the Island of 
Minorca. The vessel was pounded 
to pieces and the terrorized sailors and 

assengers were drowned. Many 
bodies have been washed to the shores 
of the various islands in the Balearic 
Group. 
Sole Survivor Raving Mad. 

The sole survivor, who lies raving 
in « hospital in Ciudadela, is Marce! 
Rodel, an Algerian Custom’s official, 
who lashed himself to a deek hatch, 
and after being tossed by the waves 
fcr many hours was picked up by 
fishermen. ‘The torteres which he 
endured may have unbalanced his 
mind permanently. A search of the 
islands nearby has not revealed an- 
other person alive and the fishermen, 
who have been busy all day, return- 
ed tonight with the belief that Rodel 
is the only survivor. 

There were .thirty persons in the 
first cabin. Only a few of them 
were English or American,. This fact 
is indicated by the personnel of the 
passengers, oniy the. names of Green 
and Stackley being in the ship’s list. 
There were a few soldiers. The first 
cabin contained an opera troupe of 
eleyen, which had been engaged in 
the Casino in Algiers. 

Music Hall Favorite a Victim. 

Among the victims was Francis Du 
Forf, one of the most prominent Pari- 
sion music hall favorites. He was 
on his way to Algiers and meant to 
sing in various towns aiong the Afri- 
can coast. 

The crew, under Captain Cayol, 
numbered 70, Oaptain Cayol was 
an experienced and able navigator. 
The vessel was loaded with freight an

Judging from the 
fact that none of the bodies picked up 
had life preservers, the ship sank so 
quickly after the crash that the pas- 
sengers had no time to do anything. 
Though other ships in the neigh- 
borhood outrode the storm, the Gen- 
eral Chansey unexpectedly brought 
up against the coast of Minorca. The 
only survivor seems to be the only 
person who saved himself by lashing | 
to a hatch. 

Wreckage Washed Ashore. 

“All day long pieces of wreckage were 
washed ashore. The fishermen at 
first found the storm 40 violent that 
they dared not venture. Bodies of 
the victims were washed ashore and 
towards afternoon the violence of the 
storm abated somewhat, permitting 
the ships to go out, Smaller islands 
Nearby were visited and there bodies 
were picked up. 

People who have lived on these is- 
lnds all their tives say today they 
never experienced such a_ terrific 
storm as in the last few days.

Leon Dorenda was an 
American club juggler, well known 
among vaudeville people.

Dorenda went to England from Ameri- 
ca about five years ago leaving Breen 


behind, The latter is working in « 
team with his wife and is now in 
Chicago.

London, Feb. 11—The political situ- 
ation has been much complicated by 
Redmond’s speech at Dublin and 
rumors, speculations and reports are 
riper than ever.

Lloyd-George’s budget is a bad one, 
but it is ready, so the Unionists might 
assist ‘its passsage posibly with modi- 
fications to avert a financial break- 
down.

W. Riley in his introductory remarks

“The past year has in every respect 
been by far the most important in the 
department's history. The temporary 
financial and commercial depression ex- 
perienced in 1908 disappeared with the 
opening of 1909 and extreme hopefulness 
followed. Judging by the records the year 
1909 is far above all others by the extent 
to which capitalists has been directed 
to Alberta as a profitablg field for em- 
ployment of surplus eo

“Never before in the history of Al-

Congressman From California Believes 
He Has Solved Question. 


Washingtof, D.C., Feb. 10—Congress- 
man M. E. Hayes, of California, thinks 
he has solved the Asiatic exclusion pro- 
blem. There was passed out of the house 
committee on immigration with favor- 
able recomendation this afternoon a bill 
introduced by Hayes which proposes to 
extend the exclusion laws so as to apply 
to “all, persons, who under section 2169 
of the revised statues of the “United 
States are not elegible to become citizens 
of the United States, unless they be mer- 
chants, teachers, stndents or travellers 
far curiosity or pleasure.” 

This measure of course is aimed at the 
Japanese labor classes. Congressman 
Haye makes no secret of the fact that 
this was his intention in presenting it. 

In an interview this evening he said: 
“If the bill passes it will have the ef- 
fect of excluding from th‘s country all 
Asiatics save the educated classes. It 
will prevent people who are not eligible 
to be admitted to citizemship from com- 
ing here, taking up their residence and 
having their children become American 
citizens.” 


FLOOD CONDITIONS ARE WORSE. 


Eastern Section of France is Again 
inundated, 


Paris, February 10.—The flood con- 
ditions in the eastern section _ of 
France are becoming woree. The 
Marne, neat Rheims, has risen about 
fifteen inches today and the inhabit- 
ants of the valley are fleeing with 
their belongings. 
rose three feet within a few hours. 

Pathetic scenes were witnessed in 
many places, for the ‘victims of the 
last flood were just beginning to re- 
turn to their damaged houses when 
they were obtiged to take flight again. 

It is estimated that the Seine at 
Paris wiil remain stationary from 
Friday until Monday, when it will be 
augmented again to a slight degree 
by the waters of the Marne and up 
the Seine. The Seine rose nine inches 
here during the 24 hours ending at 
noon today, owing to yesterday’s rain 
and melting snow. 

Although confident that there is no 
danger of a repetition of the recent 
disaster, the authorities are taking 
thorough precautions. 


1S NO LONGER OBLIGATORY. ° 


New. York poultry and game trade as- 
sociation came out today with expla- 
nations ‘of their part in the higher 
coat of living. All the railroads from 
the ‘West have their freight terminals 
in Jersey City, (Hudson coutiiy), ond 
most of the packers have their slaugh- 
ter houses and cold storage plants 4d- 
jacent to the freight yards. . 
_The freight agents of the Lacka- 
wanna Railroads, the Erie, and the 
Pennsylvania and the managers of 
6wift and company’s plant and three 
other refrigerating houses, testified 
today before the Grand Jury. Inci- 
dentally, it developed ghat the United 
States Government is the principal 
customer of the union terminal cold 
storage company of Jersey City, one 
of the largest plants under investiga- 
tion, The proprietors said today that 
they ‘believe the supplies so stored 
are used to feed the various garrisons 
near New York. 

James Brady, superintendent cf 
Swift and company’s plant, at which 
the Grand Jury yesterday found. 460,- 
000 pounds of meat in storage, _be- 
sides large quantities of tripe, livers, 
and sausages, said that if he did not 
receive daily shipments from the 
West, he would not be able to supply 
his trade for forty-eight hours. An 
allegation that the storage houses 
have been removing Iarge quantities 
of eggs since the inyestigation into 
their methods ‘began is under investi- 
gation. One company is said to have 
36,000,000 eggs in reserve. 

Representatives of the eastern rail- 
roads issued tonight a statement ‘n 
part as follows: 


“At a time when active efforts are 
being made to fix the responsibility 
for higher prices it Should be made 
plain that the railroads have not been 
in any way responsible for ‘the in- 
crease in the cost of living. They 
have been the victims of high prices 
withgut benefiimg from them at all, 
If beef, pork, flour or any otner com- 
modity costs more now than it cost 
ten years ago, not even the fraction 
of a cent can be charged to transpor- 
tation. Reilroads are heavy purchas- 
ers of everything in the market, from 
steel to butter, and no corporation is 
more affected by a rise in price than 
4 railroad corporation. Figures gath- 
ered by the interstate commerce com- 
mission show that freight rates have 
steadily declined.”

“Advance in food prices is due, in 
our opinion, solely to the natural ‘e- 
lation of supply and demand. The ur- 
ban population has increased wonder- 
fully, and the farming industry was 
not kept pace,”
